VON HINDZNBURG'S ELECTION 
The election of General von Hinden- 


bnrg as president of Germany -Kill gener- 
allv be regarded as a vote for a monar- 
chy. 
This is the first clear-cut contest 


between those elements of the German 
people vrith republican and imperial ideas. 
On th« surface it appears that democracy 
has been badly beaten. This will be the 
•new in the United States and for the 
most part, in Great Britain and France, 
where the results hare a special signifi- 
cance. "We think, however, it is too early 
to appraise the meaning of the German 
election. 
"We do not believe a surface in- 


dication is to be taken as a fact that a 
majority of the German people wish to 
return to the old order. It will take more 
than the election of von Hindenburg to 
convince us. Unquestionably the junkers 
and militarists have a right to place such 
an interpretation on the election. 
Ton 


Hindenburg admittedly was their candi- 
date, and he has frankly acknowledged 
that his political opinions are monarchis- 


• tier In fact, the direct connection be- 


tween Hindenburg and the Hohenzol- 
lerns is well known. 
^ 


There are millions of German people 


who prefer a monarchy to democracy. 
Neither the bitter ezperiences of the war 
nor the experiences under the "Weimar 
constitution have eradicated a taste for 
kaiserdom that had become a part of the 
warp and woof of their political being. 
Millions of Germans have a temperamen- 
tal weakness for a monarchy. It is a 
confirmed habit not easily broken. Those 
of this leaning, together -with the nation- 
alist leaders, have a right to interpret the 


• election as a victory for the monarchial 


group, and outside opinion for the most 
part will concede the claim. A majority 
of nearly a million for a candidate of von 
Hindenburg's record, traditions and open 
affiliations most assuredly gives it weight. 


Nevertheless, we do not believe it is yet 


conclusively proven that Germany wants 
to or will go back to a monarchy. Hin- 
denburg's platform did not declare for an 
overthrow of the republic. 
On the con- 


trary, it openly recognized its legality and 
the obligation as president to support it. 
"We are inclined to believe that a great 
many Germans voted for Hindenburg for 
two reasons: First, because of the gla- 
mour surrounding his name and fame, 
and second, as a protest against radical- 
ism and possibly against a coalition which 
included socialists and anti-Catholics. It 


' 
will require time to reveal just -what sig- 
nificance attaches to the election and how 
far it has committed the German nation 
to return to the imperial order. 


For the present -Germany at least 


stands in a disappointing light to the rest- 
of the world, because she failed to affirm 
unquestionably her loyalty to principles 
of republican government by the election 
of Marx. 
Even though a jnisint*rpreta- 


tion. it will lie regarded as a first step to. 
ward restoration o£ a monarchy. 
This 


wiH he temporarily bad for Germany's 
credit, and it will be a severe blow to ihe 
negotiations between the republic and 
France looking to completion of n treaty 
of permanent understanding and security 
between the two nations. 
It throws the 


whole reparations settlement into uncer- 
tainty, and with it future relations of Ger- 
inanj-, Great Britain and France. Neither 
the failure nor overthrow of the republic 
has by any means been established, but 
enough of doubt has been injected into 
the future to make a disinterested world 
decidedly apprehensive and pessimistic. 


ASSEMBLY LOSES ITS HEAD 


The "Wisconsin assembly has held itself 


up to public ridicule by its childish ac- 
tion in voting to bar the reporter of n 
Madison newspaper from the chamber, be- 
cause of news matter he prepared which 
was distasteful to an individual member. 
It was not solely a question with the as- 
sembly as to the accuracy of what was,re- 
portcd. but its action was influenced, ac- 
cording to press reports, to a considerable 
degree by its hostility toward this particu- 
Inr newspaper. 


It is always silly'for law making bodies 


to come into collision with newspaper rep-- 
resentatives. 
Nine times' out of ten the 


newspapers are right and the legislature 
wrong, and in the tenth instant it is fu- 
tile to attempt reprisal. "Wisconsin should 
be the last state in the Union to attempt to 
intimidate newspapers, or to deny the con- 
stitutional rights of a free press. 
News- 


papers have a right to discuss members "of 
the legislature if they see fit. An ag- 
grieved legislator has due recourse by 
law for any real injustice, and a respon- 
sible newspaper may be called to account 
for whatever it publishes. 
» 


The Wisconsin legislature cannot bar 


the Madison newspaper from its sittings, 
nor can it control its utterances. 
In at- 


tempting to do so it has applied methods 
which Senator La Follete and his follow- 
ers particularly denounce. It appears that 
the assembly lost its head, and we may 
expect it to rescind its action on sober sec- 
ond thought. 


KELLOGG AND THE WORLD 


COUBT 


Secretary of State Kellogg made his 


first public utterance since assuming office 
in an address to the American Society of 
International Law at "Washington. 
It 


was a timely opportunity for indorsement 
of the Permanent Court of International 
Justice, but the speaker dealtjonly in gen- 
eralities. 
He declared himself unreserv- 


edly in favor of submission of internation- 
al .disputes to "an" international tribunal 
According to press reports, it was an aca- 
demic discussion, of this important ques- 
tion. There was a painful silence on the 
specific world court which, has been set 
up for this purpose. 


The public would like to have seen Mr. 


Kellogg come out flat-footedly for the 
world court in the same frank and force- 
ful manner as his predecessor. 
Neither 


Mr. Coolidge, the late Mr. Harding, nor 
Mr. Hughes found it advisable to pussy- 
foot on this great issue. 
AVe wonder if 


Mr. Kellogg was trying to be diplomatic 
or whether he is so much-impressed by 
the opposition to the world court that he • 
believes it is entitled to the consideration 
that an academic discussion would seem 
to imply. 


It is all right to talk about "a" world 


court, but there is "the'' world court to 
dispose of before the former is a proper 
or consistent subject. 
The administra- 


tion is irretrievably committed to adher- 
ence to the world court. 
^We would have 


liked to see Mr. Kellogg emphasize that 
policy.

HAPPY IN THE GLOAMING 


Dear Doctor: 


The psychologists tell us. so you tell us. that 


only abnormal, subnormal, neurotic, neuras- . 
thenlc folks, obsessed* with 
inferiority 
com- ' 


plexes, 
feel 
better on brighter on dull days. 


Of course anything that Is unusual is abnor- 
mal, and I know 1 am unusual In feeling moro 
comfortable on dull days than In a glare of 
sunlight. 
But I have often wondered why physiologists 


Instead of psychologists, do not try to tell us 
something about tho relative degree of com- 
fort which different people feel in different 
kinds of weather. 


To me tho^nost beautiful thing in tho way 


of weather Is a soft mist stealing over the 
rain soaked .grass and fresh opened buds in 
May, and the next most beautiful thing is tho 
faint purple haze over the golf links In No- 
vember. 
Even normal persons, I dare say, concede 


there is something faintly disagreeable about 
the 'glare on a sun baked vacant lot In August 
I have known suchv persons to Join me In the 
shade of the old apple tree. 


But most people do dislike the 
low lying 


clouds that seem to me rather, soothing; and 
the reason is. Perhaps one man's eyes accom- 
modate better than another; perhaps one is 
more liable to twinges in the joints and an- 
other to hives; or Is there possibly such a 
thing as people being turned to a different 
barometric pressure? 


I don't assert that everybody who feels dif- 


ferently from^me necessarily has a neurosis. 
If that were my notion I suppose I should 
be a psychologist.

The psychologists do tell us what I said they do. | 
iut that is all they know about It. 
People who are blond or have light complexion 


are likely to prefer cloudy days, and people who 
w,vo deeply plgfhented skin generally prefer the 
Tightest sunlight. It is not merely the warmth 


fthe mid summer sun that makes a darky love to 


ask In it; the pigment of his skin acts as a screen 
which filters out the actinic, chemical or ultra- 
•lolet rays. 
The glare of intense sunlight or Just bright 


;iffuse daylight quickly tires tho eyes, and partlcu- 
arly when there Is considerable uncorrected as- 
tigmatism or other visual error. 
The green of 


grass or foliage Is restfu Ito tho eyes, not because 
green has any advantage over other colors, but 
merely because it absorbs .considerable 
light. 


People who "affect green lamp shades, green, eye 
shades and the like, would get as much if not 
more comfort from yellow or violet ones. 
There 


Is no scientific reason for wearing amber, smoked! 
or other tinted glasses as a protection against 
ordinary daylight glare. 
These do not rest the 


ayes but rather strain them. In ordinary daylight. 
Temporary use of smoked or darkened spectacles 
or goggles when exposed to unusually intense sun- 
light as In mountain climbing over the snow or 
when out on the water, gives much comfort and 
conserves the vision. 


Sunlight, particularly the Invisible rays beyond 


he violet portion of the spectrum, is a* power- 
ul stimulant to the. metabolism—the oxidation, rate 
n the system. Persons -with a highly active meta- 
)olism. find the bright summer sunlight rather dis- 
agreeable, while persons with a slow metabolism 
ind such weather most agreeable. 
Individuals 


with hypothyroidism, which Is generally associated 
with slow metabolism, like the* sunny weather or 
:llznate,best; Individuals with hyperthyroldism (ex- 
iphthalmlc goitre is always marked by hyperthy- 
•oidism) have a high metabolic rate and instinct- 
vely avoid the bright sunshine. 


So. after all, the psychollglsts are rjght,-as far 


,s their knowledge goes.
